‘ yond the developments in 
Poland where the people 
have obtained the leaders 
of their choice, but have 
refrained ‘from expressing 
any popular desire for a 
government other than Com- 
‘,Munist in composition. 

Jt is truo the Poles are look- 
fog forward to changes In 
the olectoral system = that 
will permit a limited num- 
ber of non-Communists to 
be elected to pariiament. 
But they would constitute 
only debating volees and 
would hold no portfolios. 
In Hungary, however, where 
the rebels have seemingly 
obtained o certain amoun: 
of ‘contro! in the east and 
south the demand is for 
Imre ‘Nagy’ to include non- 
Communists In the new 
government he has promised 
to form, ° 

To accede to such a demand 
must place the new Hun- 
garian Premier in uw delicute 
position vis-a-vis 
whose Jeadern may be able 
to stomach the idea of in- 
dependent Communism — in 
the satellite states, but 
who would inevitubly react 
forcefully if this involved 
a Western type of demo- 
cratisation, ; 

Mr = Khroshchey must be 
anxious over the trend of 
events In Hungary. It can 
be measured by the fact 
that. he found it neceasary 
to despatch First Deputy 
Premier Mikoyan to Buda- 
pest to seek oo ussurances

Since 
President Nasser grabbed 
the Canal more than 60 
Europe and Britaint-bound 
ships from Australasia and 
the Far East have been re- 
routed to call here for fuel 
and stores and more are on 
thelr way. 

For Cape Town’s 
chandlers, therefore,. it’s a 
case of boom and pros- 
perity.
